But this is not what we began to say We 
were going to talk about Blbert Hubbard and 
Thompson Seton, Elbert, the East Aurora sage 
and philosopher, was not exactly a lover of 
Thompson, and on one occasion made the remark 
in black and white that Thompson Seton's book, 
“Wild Animals I Have Known,” ought to have 
been called “Wild Animals Whom Nobody Else 
tus Ever Known.” 

But the animus went back even further than 
this. Some years ago Hubbard went off on one 
of his long tramps through the eastern states. 
He was not “attired like one of these,” but very 
much like a superior tramp or hiker. Well, he 
went on a self-invited visit to Seton's estate, Cos 
Cob, and called in his dusty clothes at the 
Seton mansion, He was not received with ae- 
claim. In fact, despite his long hair and his 
famous tie and his magnificent eye, nobody 
recognized him. So he went eway, and a little 
later wrote a slashing article in the Philistine, 
in which he satirized Thompson and his numer- 
ous hyphenates, He also referred with unholy 
mirth to the stenciled wolf and other tracks, 
which he declared were decorating al! the Seton 
fences at Cos Cob. He tried, in fact, to make 
it appear that Seton was nothing but a cheap 
poseur, 

Nevertheless, he did not seriously damage the 
prestige of Seton, who has continued to sustain 
his reputation as an artist and writer of n«t-, 
To-day he is reputed to be worth a T.s10n, 
Major Pond says that after Henry Waid Beecher, 
Thompson Seton is the most popular and clever 
lecturer he ever handled, and he reaps a golden 
harvest from his pen. 

Wonder whether he ever remembers that 
famous picture of his, “Awaited in Vain,” which 
caused such a clatter among the artists some 
twenty-five rears ago. For Thompson has high 
gifts as an artist, whatever may be thought of 
this particular canvas, which realistically de 
picted the gruesome death of a lonely settler and 
his final bloody disposition by ravening wolves. 
In view of the present’ discussion regarding 
whether wolves will or will not attack men, 
Thompson Seton’s picture might have a real 
value today, But itvis worth recalling that old 
William Cruickshank, the noted painter and 
teacher, after viewing this sanguinary picture, 
was heard to exclaim, “Well, Thompson has left 
only one thing out of this story. It is a wonder 
that he did not paint the howls of the wolves.’

Notwithstanding these facts a number of Wes- 
tern members of parliament took the opportunity 
offered by the recent immigration debate to 
broadcast throughout Canada and the world 
entirely misleading ideas as to present economic 
conditions in the West; and their cause or causes. 
The view was persistently expressed that the 
West in general, and the Western farmer in par 
tieular, was hard-up chiefly because the price 0 
farm produce was low. It is true that prices are 
much lower than they were say In 1920, But the 
prices of 1920 were higher than they had ever 
heen in the history of the West or of the world. 
Therefore they are not a fair standard of compar- 
ison. The world could not pay war and after-war 
prices for food—farm produets—and live. The 
prices of 1917 to 1920 were the result of condi- 
tions such as had never occurred _before. Such 
conditions as it is to be hoped will not occur 
again. The world is now settling down to normal 
sonditions and price comparisons can only fairly 
he made with other years in which conditions 
were normal, or approximately so. A comparison 
between prices of early March, 1923, and those 
of March 1913, would he reasonably fair. In 1913 
the real estate boom was over and the war had 
not been thought of, much less begun. A compar-

This comparison shows that of all the farm 
products montioned only live cattle and ees 
were at a less price in 1928 than in 1913. W heat, 
oats and barley were all substantially higher in 
1923 than in 1918, while live hogs, poultry and 
butter fat were quite noticeably higher as well, 
luive cattle which were away down in the fall of 
1922 were coming up very favorably in March of 
this year. 

(jetting the crop to market was an over recur 
ving difficulty in former years. The annual grain 
blockade was always costly to the producer. It 
is a notable fact that last year’s crop, the biggest 
in the country’s history, was handled by the rail- 
ways more promptly and efficiently than ever 
hefore, leaving practically no ground for com- 
plaint ; and at rates to Ft, William the lowest for 
years. 

Money is necessary to carry on the business of 
the country both in the town and on the farm. 
The rate of interest on government and municipal 
loans is higher now than ever before; but money 
for commercial or industrial purposes including 


farm operations and development, is loaned at} 


the same rate asx prevailed hefore the war. It is 
true that many loan companies have withdrawn 
from the west, and that many people who need 
money can’t get it either from loan companies or 
hanks. It is the case now as it has always been 
that the more urgent the need the more doubtful 
the security, and therefore the greater the dif. 
ficulty in securing the desired accommodation. 
But if and when the accommodation is secured 
it is at the rates that prevailed before the war. 

If it is a fact that produce prices, transporta- 
tion strvice and cost of money are as they were 
when the west was enjoying its greatest measure 
of prosperity, namely from 1908 to 1913, what 
was the real occasion of the declamations against 
the west as a home for more people indulged in 
by the so-called ‘‘Progressive’’ members of 
Parliament from the prairie during tthe recent 
‘immigration’? debate? The answer is: ‘‘Ab- 
normal production costs and confiscatory taxa 
tion’.

This 
iis an instance of what was done in the west by 
the west to the west. It was not done by the east-) 
ern manufacturer or capitalist, by the banks or 
the railway companies. It was done by an or- 
ganization of transient and unskilled labor, and 
the application of the screws directly affected 
only the west. 

There has been some reduction of wages in 
some of the skilled trades, but such reductions 
have not been in proportion to the drop in the; 
price of farm products. The cost of the labor| 
that produces the goods that the farmer buys 
must inevitably be paid by him. High wages and 
salaries are very desirable for those who receive 
them, but they are costly to those who pay them. 
The farmer who sells in the world’s markets must 
take the world’s price. But he must buy in the 
local market at prices dominated by local condi-) 
tions. So long as the costs of both skilled and 
unskilled labor are high the farmer’s cost of pro- 
duction must be high; and that without any re- 
gard to the selling price of his produce. 

High wages in the city make high wages on 
the farm; for who would work for low wages on 
the farm if he can get high wages in the city? 
Even if city employment is not continuous, there 
are men who will work in the city for high wagons 
while high wages last, and when the wages cease 
prefer to join the standing army of the ‘‘unem- 
ployed’’ and demand support from the unfortun- 
ate taxpayer rather than either work in the city 
continuously at moderate wages, or leave the city 
to take farm work. By this means labor costs are 
artificially maintained at a high level. This is 
one of the reasons why the farmer’s cost of pro- 
duction bears no relation to the price of his 
product. 

The ‘‘progressive’’ members of parliament 
from the west are part of an organization whose 
purpose is the attainment of political power. This 
they hope to achieve by an alliance with the so- 
called ‘‘labor party’? organized for the like pur- 
pose. Possibly they had not thought that the 
activities of the ‘‘labor party,’’ using political 
j\leverage to push up the price of unskilled labor, 
both during and after the war, had any economic 
concern for them. Possibly they thought thet the 
cost of labor in the towns and cities was the sole 
concern of employers in those towns and cities.— 
That they were free to aid and abet the ‘‘labor 
party’’ leaders in heaping up labor costs on city 
employers so long as farms were not directly in 
leluded. But just as surely as the food is pro- 
duced only on the farms, farm requirements are 
produced only in towns and cities, The difference 
is that the city manufacturer, selling on the looal 
market, passes the extra labor cost that he has 
paid on to the consumer, and the farmer either 
pays the price or does without; while the farmer 
selling in the world’s market cannot pass the 
cost on to the consumer. He must ‘‘absorb’’ the 
extra cost himself. With a political objective, he 
has assisted the ‘‘labor party’’ leaders to saddle 
him with higher costa of production, and: then 
from his place in parliament calls High Heaven to 
witness the disabilities and disadvantages from 
which he suffers; and which in the case of the 
high cost of what he has to buy are largely the 
result of his own misguided political activities, 

Of necessity the farmer is a capitalist and 
employer. As such he is denounced from every 
platform by the leaders of the ‘‘labor party’ 
with which the ‘‘progressive party’’ is in active 
alliance both in the provincial legislatures and 
the Dominion parliament. The farmer is one of 
the hated ‘‘bourgeoisie’® (working owners of 
property.) At any time he can learn from the 
orators of the ‘‘labor party’’ what will happen to 
him when that party gets control. In the mean- 
time, by the political assistance which he is giving 
them he is helping them to bleed him white 
through the so-called ‘‘farmer-labor’’ political 
alliance. 

The stupendous increase of taxation is the 
second of the two chief reasons why the farmer, 
receiving ecual prices for his produce; paying 
the same transportation costs and borrowing 
money at the same interest rate, is not as well off 
as he was ten years ago. Ten years ago the na- 
tional debt of Canada was say 320 millions, and 
the annual revenue (the gross product of taxa- 
tion) say 180 millions. Today the national debt is 
24% billions and the annual revenue (the gross 
product of taxation) is greater than the total 
national debt of ten years ago. In ten years our 
national taxation has been increased approximate- 
ly three-fold. We pay three dollars in national 
taxation now for one dollar we paid ten years 
ago. Of the three dollars we pay iow one dollar 
goes to pay interest on the debt,—chiefly war 
debt. The country is no larger today than it was 
in 1913 and although there is some increase of 
population the functions of government are not 
—-or ought not to be, more costly now than they 
were then. Indeed it might be expected that as 
compared with the boom conditions prevailing for 

veral vears before 1913 ways end mesne mieht 
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have been found to cut the mere costs of govern 
ment today below those of ten years ago. Instead, 
however, what cost one dollar then costs two dol 
lars now, 


National taxation is national administration. 
The Union government which carried on the na 
tional affairs of Canada from 1917 to 1921 held 
office only through the support of the representa- 
tives of the farmers of the prairie west under the 
leadership of Hon, T, A. Crerar. For the admin. 
istration which doubled the burden of national 
taxation aside from war expenditure they and 
their electors are directly responsible. And there 
is no evidence that since 1921 the “progressive 
party’’ which swept the west in the election of 
that year and upon whose support in parliament 
the King government has relied during both the 
past and present sessions, has used any part of 
the power which it holds to bring about a reduc 
tion in national taxation, 

Assuming for the sake of argument that the 
lack of interest by the ‘‘progressive party’’ in 
parliament, towards reduction in national taxa 
tion was because the farmers’ pocket escaped 
some of the more burdensome of the direct taxes, 
the fact remains that if revenue on capital is con- 
fiscated by taxation it is not available for further 
investment. If the state takes the income of the 
capitalist, that mone? is withdrawn from use 
in the expansion of the enterprise in which the 
original capital was invested, That particular 
enterprise feels the loss and so do all other en 
terprises which share in any degree in the business 
that it creates or carries on. As a matter of fact 
we can’t withdraw 150 millions a year from the 


earnings of industry and enterprise and still have | 


the same measure of activity that we would have 
had if it had not been withdrawn. To prevent 
an over expenditure of 50 to 150 millions a year 
in the performance of the functions of the Nation- 
al government would be a long step toward the 
restoration of normal conditions in industry 
commerce and finance throughout Canada 

While war conditions are the reason given for 
a large part of the increase in national taxation, 
no such reason exists for the corresponding in- 
crease in provincial and municipal taxation, All 
over Canada provincial taxation has been in- 
creased; but no where so greatly as in the prairie 
provinces and in Ontario where the ‘‘progressive 
party’’ is in control. The war cannot be made 
the excuse for increased provincial taxation, 
Rather the fact that the national treasury had to 
bear the stupendous burden of war costs was, or 
should have been, a reason for a reduction of 
provincial expenditure with a view to balancing 


the necessary increase in the national burdens by | 


corresponding decreases in provincial taxation. 
Instead it seems as though the provincial author- 
ities had engaged in a mad race with those of the 
Dominion in the endeavor to out-distance each 
other in laying the largest possible burden upon 
their taxpayers. The Alberta estimates indicate 
a demand for $10,000,000 npon the taxpayers of 
the province during the coming year. In his 
speech on the budget Hon. C. R. Mitchell stated 
that the provincial debt has been increased $25,- 
000,000 in two years and will be increased from 
six to eight millions more during the coming 
year. During the same period the deficit on 
revenue account has amounted to $4,000,000. And 
at the same time new taxes have been levied and 
are to be levied that will increase the general 
burden by one and a half to two millions.

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CHAPTER II. 


A FEW GENERAL REMARKS 


In the introductory chapter of last week, the purpose of this special 
page was explained. This week's, as indicated by the heading, touches 
on things in general. The remaining eleven chapters will deal with Ed- 
monton, its industries, its geographical importance and its possibilities. 


The directory shown below is fairly comprehensive, though of course 
incomplete. To complete it would require several pages. It covers rather 
a wide distribution of types though many exist that are not represented 
n the list. An expression of appreciation in due the concerns appearing 
on this page for their support in this movement. 

Jusiness conditions in Edmonton today are certainly no worse than 
elsewhere. On the contrary favorable comparisons may be drawn, The 
activity of pre-war days is missing still, but there is little if anything to 
prevent an early return. 

It is well to adjust the individual viewpoint. The European situation 
is not wholly to blanie for our recent commercial depression. Remedies 
exist at home which really could be used. The greatest offender in hard 
times is the man that can afford to spend and wont. Not necessarily the 
man of means but someone in a steady job. Listening to the general tale 
of woe he decides to cut his ordinary purchasing in half. For every man 
that does nat do this there are 99 that do. Grown-ups are only children 
after all and in their powers of imitation are more wonderful than sheep. 

Imagine for instance the following as a sample. A man in a steady 
job wants an overcoat at the Lexining of winter. Blue ruin talk decides 
tim in making the old one do though it is threadbare and shabby. He can 
afford to buy, he wants to and he ought to. But a subtle propaganda 
succeeds in stopping him. Out comes last year’s garment suffering from 
senile decay and groaning at the prospect of another season’s work. In 
no time at all a thousand human sheep, all needing Wercoats and all able 
to pay for them, have followed suit and a thousand ancient coats are

dealers in coats. Because they have lost this sum they are forced to 
discharge a portion of their help. The spending power of the help is sum- 
marily squashed. The result is that dealers in other lines are forced to 
imitate the actions of the dealers in coats. It is an endless chain and gets 
worse all the time. And all because one man refused to buy # coat when 
he needed it and had the money to buy. 


In defence of this the man may argue that on account of bad,times he 
fancied his steady job was threatened and decided to retrench, The reply 
is that his act of refusing to purchase and unconsciously causing others 
to do the same did more to endanger the permanency of his job than any- 
thing else. Talkers of blue ruin and the people who listen are often 
mainly responsible for hard times. 


Home industry and the patronage of same are other important factors. 
This patronage is often lacking for no other reason than that ‘‘a prophet 
ws without honor in his own country.’’ If a,certain article is manufac- 
tured locally and offers the same price and quality of others that are im- 
ported, it should receive preference. But,it often does not. Shrewd 
reasoning and publie-spiritedness in this respect are often lacking in 


people otherwise quite reasonable. 


A dollar spent on a home article stays at home and never ceases to 
work for the benefit of the community at large. Portions of it in its 
vounds go to the help of many different industries and support many 
different jobs. This must of necessity create good times and eventually 
return to the person that started it on its journey. A dollar spent on an 
article not produced at home packs its trunk and says good-bye for good. 
It will work too but for the support of far-away communities at our 
expense. Patronage of home industry increases home industry. Concen- 
trated effort in this direction improves the quality of goods and decreases 
the price. It also reflects advantageously on those offering the support. 
lt isn’t a question of philanthropy but simply one of sound common 
sense. 

Many other suggestions could be offered for the general improvement 
of business conditions locally but space for the moment forbids. Suffice 
it to say that Edmonton is approaching the dawn of a very great tomor- 
row and invitations are sent out to the seekers of opportunity. Qualifica- 
tions urgently needed are common sense, ambition, optimism and a desire

cas woman. I[t was Senorita Graciala Mandu- 
Jano, a distinguished woman of Chile, who asked 
the embarrassing question. “She did not know 
that she was toveittng upon a profound and del! 
cate topic that would torce even strong men to 
throw up their hands in despair—or fear. 

The attempt to prepare a Canadian list bas 
been just as difficult. Cireular letters were sent 
out twice by The Star. 

‘When it was thought that enough answers 
Rud been received to compile a fairly represent 
ative list exd they had been tabulated, {t was 
feund that principally women tad replied Wo 
men really chose these women as the twelve 
greatest tepresentatives of their sez tp Canada 
“Mere man,’ with a few exceptions, flinched 
from the task. Men vho bad oot turned a hair 
on bard fought battle fields and men whose 
MMtropidity in other fields is acknowledged with: 
out question fled in dismay fromw euch a task. 
His loyalty to one woman simplified bis task 
for one prominent man. There was only one 
Greatest Canadian woman for him—his wife. 

Other men were quite frank about the del!- 
cate situation, Said the mayor of Toronto: “The 
task you place before me is a very difficult 
ene, and | shal! have to ask you to have some 
ober person compile the list.” “I would not 
Care to take the risk of naming even one of the 
twelve most distinguished Canadian women,” 
acknewledged Mr. W. E. Raney, attorney-general 
of Ontario, who is not lacking in the courage 
of bis convictions and responsibilities. 

There was e@ome doubt about the term 
“greatness.” The term “greatness” implies a 
Oertain rare quality which lifts a man or woman 
Up on a pedestal It tmplies power by reason of 
Gingular and commanding gifts 

Who, then, are the twelve greatest living 
Canadian women? 

It is not expected that everybody will agree 
with the following list. One good service will how: 
ever, be accomplished by such a list. [t will stimu- 
late people to judge and think to a conclusion 
about something that would otberwise never be 
voiced. It will make some people acquaiuted with 
uames they perbaps never beard before. 

Names of about 75 womem have been sug: 
gested for inclusion among the twelve greatest 
women of Canada. From about twenty liste the 
following composite one has been drawn up by 
giving each woman one vote every time she 
was mentioned in one of these lists:

Czarina’s Faith in Swastika Sign Failed to Avert Violent Death

Queens. Both the tate Cearina of Russia and 

Queen Maric of Rumania adopted it as a magic 

talisman, To one came death, and to the other, 
success, 

Identified with the Czarina, the sign will 
always have a pathetic and tragic significance. 
In the room in which she and the other mem- 
bers of the {imperial family spent their last 
bours, the swastika was found traced {in the 
embrasure of the window, She put it every 
where, and placed herself under {ts protection. 

No sooner had she entered the villa [patief, 
where she was to meet ber fate, than she traced 
it and inscribed underneath the date of the 
beginning of the captivity of the imperial fam- 
ily, i.e. 17-30, April, 

“The same eign,” writes M. Pierre Grillard, 
the former preceptor of the Czarevitch, who 
went to visit the house, “is likewise found on 
the wall-paper, above the bed, which undoubted- 
ly was occupied by her or Alexis Nicolaievitch.” 

It was @ singular irony that this talisman 
was left, drawn by the band of the Czarina, 
where she and her family were to meet death, 
It failed to afford her the protection which she 
expected of it, explains the Czarevitch’s pre 
ceptor, because she had drawn it wrongly. She 
bad drawn, not the swastika, which averts mis 
fortune, but tae sauwastika, which invites it 
Botb are of the came form, except that the arms 
ot the swastika point to the right, while those 
of the sauwastika point to the left, 

Unfortunately for the ingeuious explanation 
of the Czarevitch’s preceptor, it was not the Em- 
press who was mistaken. She committed no 
error in the urawing of this sign, She, un- 
questionably, drew the swastika, the enigmatica) 
figure transmitted through centuries, the figure 
which the religions borrow from one genother, 
which the superstitions bequeath one another, 
and which remains wrapped in an impenetrable 
mystery.
